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Conditions  of  Sale 


REJECTION  of  Rids.  Any  bid  which  is  not  commensurate  with  the  value 
of  the  article  offered,  or  which  is  merely  a  nominal  or  fractional  advance, 
may  be  rejected  by  the  auctioneer  if  in  his  judgment  such  bid  would  be 
likely  to  affect  the  sale  injuriously. 

The  BUYER.  The  highest  bidder  shall  be  the  buyer,  and  if  any  dispute 
arises  between  two  or  more  bidders,  the  auctioneer  shall  either  decide  the 
same  or  put  up  for  re-sale  the  lot  so  in  dispute. 

Identification  and  Deposit  by  Buyer.  The  name  of  the  buyer  of 
each  lot  shall  be  given  immediately  on  the  sale  thereof,  and  when  so 
required,  each  buyer  shall  sign  a  card  giving  the  lot  number,  amount  for 
which  sold,  and  his  or  her  name  and  address.  (Q^A  deposit  at  the  actual

Risk  AFTER  Purchase.  Title  passes  upon  the  fall  of  the  auctioneer's 
hammer,  and  thereafter  the  property  is  at  the  purchaser's  risk,  and  neither 
the  consignor  nor  the  Association  is  responsible  for  the  loss  of,  or  any 
damage  to  any  article  by  theft,  fire,  breakage,  however  occasioned,  or  any 
other  cause  whatsoever. 

Delivery  of  Purchases.  Delivery  of  any  purchases  will  be  made  only 
upon  payment  of  the  total  amount  due  for  all  purchases  at  the  sale. 
Receipted  Bills.  Goods  will  only  be  delivered  on  presentation  of  a  re- 
ceipted bill.  A  receipted  bill  presented  by  any  person  will  be  recognized 
and  honored  as  an  order  by  the  buyer,  directing  the  delivery  to  the  bearer 
of  the  goods  described  thereon.  If  a  receipted  bill  is  lost  before  delivery 
of  the  property  has  been  taken,  the  buyer  should  immediately  notify  the 
Association  of  such  loss. 

Storage  in  Default  of  Prompt  Payment  and  Calling  for  Goods. 
Articles  not  paid  for  in  full  and  not  called  for  by  the  purchaser  or  agent 
by  noon  of  the  day  following  that  of  the  sale  may  be  turned  over  by  the 
Association  to  some  carter  to  be  carried  to  and  stored  in  some  warehouse 
until  the  time  of  the  delivery  therefrom  to  the  purchaser,  and  the  cost  of 
such  cartage  and  storage  and  any  other  charges  will  be  charged  against  the 
purchaser  and  the  risk  of  loss  or  damage  occasioned  by  such  removal  or 
storage  will  be  upon  the  purchaser.  (Q^In  any  instance  where  the  purchase 
bill  has  not  been  paid  in  full  by  noon  of  the  day  following  that  of  the  sale, 
the  Association  and  the  auctioneer  reserve  the  right,  any  other  stipulation 
in  these  conditions  of  sale  notwithstanding,  in  respect  to  any  or  all  lots 
included  in  the  purchase  bill,  at  its  or  his  option,  either  to  cancel  the  sale 
thereof  or  to  re-sell  the  same  at  public  or  private  sale  without  further 
notice  for  the  account  of  the  buyer  and  to  hold  the  buyer  responsible  for 
any  deficiency  and  all  losses  and  expenses  sustained  in  so  doing.

9.  Guaranty.  The  Association  exercises  great  care  to  catalogue  every  lot 
correctly  and  endeavors  therein  and  also  at  the  actual  time  of  the  sale  to 
point  out  any  error,  defect  or  imperfection,  but  guaranty  is  not  made  either 
by  the  owner  or  the  Association  of  the  correctness  of  the  description, 
genuineness,  authenticity  or  condition  of  any  lot  and  no  sale  will  be  set 
aside  on  account  of  any  incorrectness,  error  of  cataloguing  or  imperfection 
not  noted  or  pointed  out.   Every  lot  is  sold  "as  is"  and  without  recourse. 

10.  Records.  The  records  of  the  auctioneer  and  the  Association  are  in  all  cases 
to  be  considered  final  and  the  highest  bid  shall  in  all  cases  be  accepted  by 
both  buyer  and  seller  as  the  value  against  which  all  claims  for  losses  or 
damage  shall  lie.

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FOREWORD 


IN  writing  of  American  furniture,  we  have  always  endeavored  to 
laj  emphasis  upon  its  fundamental  merits  of  proportion,  and  in 
particular,  upon  the  simplicity  and  sincerity  of  rural  New  England 
and  Pennsylvania  craftsmanship:  which,  not  content  to  imitate  the  more- 
pretentious  handiwork  of  the  large  towns,  succeeded,  more  sua,  in  perfecting 
it>  own  canons  of  design.  The  provincial  furniture  of  France  and  Italy 
alone  can  hear  comparison  with  it,  though  in  Europe  it  was  often  some- 
idiom  or  flourish  of  the  local  wood-carvers  that  stood  for  distinction. 

Seventeenth  century  New  England,  still  very  English  in  tradition, 
is  represented  in  the  present  collection  by  a  Carver  chair  [No.  178],  several 
caned  tall-hack  maple  chairs  of  the  Charles  II  and  James  II  types,  a 
William  ami  Mary  cabinet  [No.  430]  and  an  important  lowboy  [No. 
419]  of  walnut,  in  the  same  style.  Design  is  here  still  faithful  to  the 
English  original;  by  the  early  years  of  the  eighteenth  century,  the  Colonies 
had  already  evolved  such  individual  pieces  as  the  open-front  dresser  [No. 
435],  the  pine  china  cupboard  [No.  434],  the  simple  and  practical  highboy 
[No.  427],  butterflv  tables,  wagon  seats,  and  the  like.  By  the  middle  of 
the  century,  America  had  its  own  master-craftsmen  in  the  towns:  com- 
pare the  beautiful  block-front  mahogany  secretary  [No.  428]  with  all 
the  characteristics  of  Goddard  of  Newport,  the  Philadelphia  lowboy  [No. 

5  I  and  the  remarkable  serpentine-front  writing-desk  [No.  405]  in 
mahogany,  one  of  the  finest  examples  we  have  seen. 

At  the  same  time  the  preponderating  influence  of  Thomas  Chippen- 
dale and  his  school  began  to  appear  on  this  side  of  the  Atlantic;  the 
fashionable  world  demanded  English  models,  and  craftsmen  were  imported, 
in  many  instances,  to  supplv  them.  The  unique  Jordan  suite  [No.  424] 
which  the  writer  has  referred  to  in  the  catalogue  as  being  the  most  im- 
portant item  of  American  Chippendale  furniture  ever  offered  at  public 
sale,  was  constructed  at  this  time  [about  1760]  by  an  immigrant  English 
cabinet-maker  to  the  order  of  the  Jordan  family  of  Worcester,  Mass. 

We  have  not  space  to  mention  in  detail  the  collections  of  the  late 
walnut  and  the  mahogany  periods:  scrutoirs,  card-tables,  bureaux,  Chip- 
pendale and  Hepplewhite  chairs,  dining-tables,  the  Pennsylvania  walnut 
highboy  [No.  426],  the  General  Knox  sideboard  [No.  423]  and  the  like. 
Mr.  Serota  has  consigned  to  the  American  Art  Galleries  the  finest  of  his 
New  York  and  Portland  properties,  including  three  beautiful  eighteenth 
century  pine  rooms  from  Maine  [Nos.  450-452]  complete  with  doors  and 
built-in  corner  cupboards,  from  which  paint  has  been  removed  to  leave 
the  beautiful  warm  patina  of  the  natural  wood. 

A  group  of   over  seventy  selected  hooked  ru<js  includes  two  lar<je 


early  hooked  carpets  from  Maine  [Nos.  83  and  328],  the  second  of 
which,  dating  from  about  1820-30,  and  10  feet  square,  is  said  to  be  the 
finest  of  its  kind  in  the  market,  and  has  an  appraised  value  of  several 
thousand  dollars. 

An  array  of  Georgian  silver  and  Sheffield  plate  boasts  many  Irish 
pieces,  including  a  rare  two-handled  silver  cup  of  the  reign  of  James  II, 
tankards,  cake-baskets,  etc.  The  American  silver  comes  mainly  from  the 
collection  of  Mrs.  Anderson  of  Portland,  Me.,  and  was  on  loan  until 
the  beginning  of  the  present  year  to  the  Longfellow  Memorial  of  that 
city.  We  may  make  mention  of  an  important  tankard  [No.  280]  attributed 
to  Paul  Revere  and  originally  presented  to  the  old  First  Parish  Church 
of  Charlestown,  Mass.  in  1793. 

The  rest  of  the  collection  includes  Staffordshire  and  lustre  ware, 
etc.,  Stiegel,  Sandwich  and  Irish  glass  [the  last  from  the  Lawton  collec- 
tion], brass,  pewter  and  the  smaller  decorative  objects,  of  which  we  may 
refer  to  a  rare  set  of  Washington  andirons  [No.  109],  two  banjo  clocks, 
and  a  pair  of  Bilboa  mirrors.

An  ancestor  of  the  last  owner,  according  to  his  own  account, 
brought  over  from  England  a  journeyman  from  the  workshops  of 
Thomas  Chippendale,  who  took  with  him  his  original  designs  and 
specifications,  from  which  the  chairs  were  made  by  him.  The  heir 
of  the  Jordan  family  bequeathed  the  suite  in  turn  to  a  priest  who 
^ave  it  to  the  Convent  of  the  Holy  Cross  at  St.  Laurent,  near  Mon- 
treal, whence  it  was  purchased  in  November,  1926,  according  to  the 
affidavit  of  Sister  Maria  of  the  Assumption.  This  affidavit  is  now 
in  the  possession  of  Mr.  Serota.  This  is  undoubtedly  the  most  im- 
portant set  of  American  Chippendale  furniture  that  has  ever  been 
offered  at  public  sale.
